"Ho, was fair enough to admit 
this, x x x He suggested that the 
true way to correct this discrim- 
ination was to pay a premium or 
a bounty to the farmer."

Tax Bill Passed 


House Last Night 


AUSTIN, Oct. 14.-W—A gen- 
eral tax bill estimated to yield 
approximately $5,000,000 annually 
In new revenue headed for the 
hazards 
of senate consideration 


today after passing the house of 
representatives by overwhelming 
majority. 
Climaxing long hours of debate 


the measure, boosting taxes on 
natural resources 
and 
utilities 
about 25 per cent, swept through 
the house, 119 to 23 last night. 
It was the first tax bill approv- 


ed by the house at the special 
session, which was 
called 
by 


Governor James V. Allred 18 days 
ago for tho sole purpose of. rais- 
ing money to pay the costs of a 
social security program and re- 
duce a $15,000,000 deficit In the 
treasury. 


The bill fell far short of the 
governor's estimates 
of revenue 


requirements, however. 
He had 


appealed for approximately $15,- 
000,000 as the minimum needed 
to put Texas' financial house in 
order. 


Specifically, 
the 
measure 
In- 
creased the tax on crude oil from 
2 3-4 to 3 1-2 per cch't of value 
with small stripper wells exempt- 
ed; sulphur, from $1.03 to $1.25 
a ton; natural gas from 3 1-4 to 
3 3-4 per cent of value; carbon 
black 1-12 of one cent to 5-48 of 
a cent when the product sells for 
4 cents or less per pound and 
from 3 3-4 per cent of value when 
selling for more; cement, 1.2 to 1.5 
per 100 pounds. 
Utilities Taxes Hiked. 
Uppcd approximately one-fourth 


from existing rates, the gross re- 
ceipts tax on telephone compan- 
ies would be graduated from 1 7-8 
to 2 1-2 per cent and those on 
other 
utilities, except telegraph 


companies, namely, water, lights, 
and gas, from .8 to 1.72 per cent. 
At tho last minute an amend- 
ment placing a tax of one-fourth 
of a cent per board foot on plants 
cresoting 
lumber 
was 
adopted, 
but there was question as to Its 
status of a typographical error. 
The bill also carried a provision 


prohibiting old ago assistance of- 
ficials from denying pensions to 
anyone because tho applicant had 
children able to support him. It 
was estimated that if tho pro- 
vision stood about 20,000 would be 
added to pension rolls. 
Still another important section 
would require pipelines to Install 
meters as 
Insurance tho state 


would receive taxes on all oil 
produced. 
The house disapproved, 101 to 


84, a proposed tax of 10 per cent 
on picture show admissions of 
more than 40 cents which had 
been recommended by Its revenue 
and taxation committee. 
It also 


rejected, ,100 to 38 a proposal to 
re-legalize horse racing under the 
parl-mutuel system of wagering 


Other Tax Bills. 
Although the bill unquestionably 
was the most Important tax mea- 
sure the house would pass, it was 
by no means tho only one. Bills 
still on tho calendar would in- 
crease taxes on corporation fran- 
chises and oil pipelines. 
In the senate the tax bill had 
to face the hostility of an admit- 
tedly powerful group which has 
declared no additional taxes were 
needed.

The staff cars In which S. S. 


Murray, the assistant air attache 
of the British embassy was rid- 
ing with several other English- 
men, were attacked by tho raiding 
Japanese planes near Mlnghong, 
14 miles south of Shanghai, about

Although the three motor cars 
carried tho Union Jack, the Brit- 
ish officials said, the Japanese

Maine general hospital, surgeons 
said they believed this wound was 
not serious.

The Ancient Evil of Loose Tongues, In State- 


craft and In Society, Sternly Depicted By 
James, the Brother of Jesus — Our Undue 
Proportions of Words to Deeds.

There has lately come Into use 


a. 
big 
word, 
"Logorhelo." 
It 
sounds like a medical term; and 
it really does describe a preval- 
ent disease. For It means free- 
flowing words; a logorhelc per- 
son Is one who talks too much. 
And wordiness Is surely 
one of 
the signs of our present 
world 
sickness. From International con- 
ferences to back-fence gossip, we 
are 
afflicted 
with 
too 
many 
words. 
If Europe'! 
statesmen 
were less given to 
provocative 
speech the outlook 
for 
peace 
would be brighter. There seems 
to be an epidemic of loose talk. 
In halls of legislation, 
in 
all 
sorts of meetings and about din- 
ner tables. Every thoughtful ob- 
server Is sighing for 
men 
of 


deeds and not of words, In pub- 
lic places. We cry, with Carlyle, 
"A little more silent, please." 
I 
once attended a Yearly Meeting 
-of, the Society of 
Friends, 
at 
Fourth and Arch Streets, Phila- 
delphia; "iked all I remember of 
the proceed!.:;,'" was a plea from 
Joseph Elklngton •-, that there be 
less speech and more worshipful 
silence. 
Radio has heightened our pres- 
ent malady of over-many wor^s. 
In our Canadian camp radio re- 
ception is especially good, and we 
hear stations on every part of 
the continent. One complete turn 
of the dial gives me the shud- 
ders: I hear clamant voices from 
everywhere, few of them saying 
anything worth while. From taw- 
dry advertising talks to political 


- vituperation, the instrument .pours 
forth a volume of blah that of- 
fends the ears of every listener 
with* a shred of good taste. 


Blblo Hn« A Word For It. 
Wordiness is no new evil. It 
was an Athenian vice and a He- 
brew sin. Especially within the 
realm of religion IB 
noted 
the 


temptation 
to talk 
too 
much. 
When we listen to the prayer- 
meeting participants "whoso only 
ability Is volubility," we need not 
think we are enduring a new 
evil. Men and 
women 
whose 
vocabulary 
outran 
their experi- 
ence afflicted the Early Church. 
They talked 
more 
than 
they 
lived. Their religion was a thing 
of words. 
Whereas 
the 
heart 


hides deepest what it holds dear- 
est 
The most 
sacred 
senti- 
ments are not easily spoken in 
public by sincere persons. 
The 
man who is loud in avowing his 
love for his wife Is the one who 
will bear watching on his nights 
off.James, the brother 
of Jesus, 
was a carpenter-shop realist, a 
practical man, although he was 
the 
head 
of 
the 
Jerusalem 


Church. His Letter, one of the 
earliest of the Christian epistles, 
dealt definitely and sternly with 
the logorhcic saints. His word for 
it was that the tongue "is sot on 
fire of hell." "If any man stum- 
bleth not In word," he wrote, 
."Jthe same Is a, perfect man....

The tongue is a restless evil, It Is 
full if deadly poison." 
Will Carleton wrote:

Careful with fire—Is good advice

Fire Warnings. 
During the past hot, dry Sum- 
mer the United State? and Cana- 
da have been affllctc.* with ter- 
rible forest fires, causing 
many 
deaths and the loss of millions of 
dollars. As I travel 
about

back country I see Innumerable 
fire warnings: for most great for- 
est fires are caused by some- 
body's 
carelessness, 
in 
such 
small ways as throwing a lighted 
cigarette end out of a car win- 
dow. 
"Remember how 
a 
mere 
spark may set a vast forest In 
flames," Is the Weymouth transla- 
tion of the words of James, who 
dwells on the llkness of the ton- 
gue to a fire. 
Every reader of 
these 
lines 
knows, in his own experience or 
In that of acquaintances, the de- 
vastating 
effect 
of 
slanderous 
words. 
Thoughtless or malicleus 
gossip has ruined the happiness 
of many a person, many a fam- 
ily and many a community. There 
are 
neighborhoods 
where 
this 
sort of talk Is the staple of con- 
versation. High society is equal- 
ly guilty with rual villages, if not 
more so. In Washington's 
most 
fashionable hotel I overhead • a 
beautiful 
dressed young woman 


greet a friend with, "Well, what's 
the latest dirt?" A contemptible 
breed of newspaper columnist has 
developed within 
a 
generation 


whoso stock In trade is barbed 
gossip. 
We rightly insist upon 


free speech; but such speech is 
too free. 


On every hand are illustrations 
to point the preachment of James 
upon the sin of loose and 
evil 
tongues. A few days ago I sat on 
the bench with Judge Mott, of 
Toronto's 
Family 
Court. Before 
him was brought a woman, sep- 
arated 
from 
her husband, who 
hounded the man to every new 
job and dwelling that he got. She 
was a virago who could not hold 
her tongue; she even talked to 
the Judge In such terms that he 
had to threaten her with a pris- 
on cell. The Incident brought to 
mind the countless homes, which 
God Intended to be happy, that 
are wrecked by the tongues of 
husbands or wives. 


Converted Tongues. 
Nobody has ever been soundly 


converted to Christianity 
whose 
tongue has not also yielded alle- 
giance to Jesus Christ. How gra- 
cious were His words! 
Myriads 


of His friends—we pause to call 
many^ of them to mind—reveal 
their dlsclpleshlp by their gentle, 
kindly, helpful speech. Of the dis- 
ciples It may be said in praise, 
"Thy speech betrayeth thee." In 
an era of loose, vulgar and pro-

agriculture and business collap- 
sed from the strain. The new 
program Instituted under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt merely has aimed 
at establishing "the principle of 
equality"—which 
he 
called the 
solid rock on which this govern- 
ment was originally built. 
His own suggestions for a new 
farm program, he said, Include: 
1. 
Continuation, 
improvement 
and simplification of the present 
soil conservation program; 


2. Obtaining for the farmer a 
fair division of the national in- 
come, to which he is entitled as a 
matter of right" 


3. Provision for an ever-normal 
granary, storage 
or 
warehouse 
program with adjustment or con- 
trol provisions to assure the con- 
sumer against scarcity and sellers 
against ruinous prices; 
4. Encouragement of the search 


for new uses and new markets; 


5. Graduated reduction In pay- 
ments to large producers so as to 
encourage 
individual farming; 


6. A provision preventing land 
owners from receiving the bene- 
fits of the program If they reduce 
the number of tenants 
without 
approval of the local committee— 
"A proper division between land- 
owner and tenant should be stip- 
ulated:" 
7. The law should be administer- 
ed by local people whenever pos- 
sible. 
He said three things have nev- 
er been included in farm legisla- 
tion: Reduction of payments to 
large operators; search for new 
uses and markets, and correction 
of freight 
rate 
discriminations 


against farm products. 
The agricultural committee, he 


said', has prepared a "sort of 
work-bench bill based on these 
principles," The committee hoped, 
he added, It may be able to get 
a continuation of the present ap- 
propriations to carrying out the 
farm program.

"To undertake to reduce it to 
a purely domestic basis Is un- 
thinkable. 
To try to take the 
entire American crop too mucn, 
out of the price picture would re- 
sult In increased foreign compe- 
tition and in domestic substitu- 
tion. Cotton competes with many 
commodities. 
"To undertake to produce It re- 


gardless of price Is also unthink- 
able. Proper adjustment and con- 
trol is necessary.'

The 63rd convention adopted a 
resolution favoring "the preserva- 
tion and continuation of the dual 
banking system by which banks 
are free to operate under either 
state or national charter."1 


The association opposed "any 
proposal or device looking to the 
establishment of branch banking 
privileges across state lines, di- 
rectly or indirectly." 
Under present laws both state 
and national banks may establish 
branches within state boundaries.
